•water, be governed by the Act, but shall 
havo authority to make such other regu- 
lations to secure the equal and fair d is 
tribntion of water, in accordance with 
the rights of piiority of appropriation, 


" as may, in his judgment be needed. Any 


person, ditch ownur or stockholder, in n 
ditch company who may deem In insult 
injured, shall have the right of appeal to* 
the State Engineer. 


The bill creates a Board of Control 


composed of the State Engineer, who 
shall be Pieaident of the Buard, and the 
superintendents of the tour water divi- 
sions, one of woom shall be Secretary. 
It is made the duty of the Board at its 
first meetiog, to make proper arrange- 
ment for the determination for the pri- 
orities of right to the use of public wa- 
ters of the S'ate, which determination 
shall begin on the streams moat used for 
irrigation, and be continued until all 
claims now on record shall have been 
determined under the method prescribed 
by the Act. Aay person or persona 
fdeling aggrieved by the determination 
of tho Boaid of Control may appeal to 
the District Court. 


Within thirty days after the passage 


of the Act it shall l»e the duty of the 
County Recorder in euch of the counties 
of the Slut* to prepare a full aod com- 
plete tiansunpt of iUl the claims ^o up 
propnitions ot wnt^r now on icoord in 
their respective offices, and tianamit the 
Bime to tho State Engineer, for which 
service tho Recorder shall 
be 
paid 


by the county twenty cents per (olio. 
Tbe btute Engineer shall classify and ar- 
range the claims by placing those of a 
stream and its 
tributaries 
together. 


Every person or association intending to 
appropriate any of the public waters, or 
the enlargement or extension of any dis- 
tributing works, shall make application 
to the Piesideut of the Board of Control 
for a pern.it to make auth »ppropi)ation. 


Tfte Board ot Control shall divide the 


State into water sections to be so consti 
tnted as to at cure the best protection to 
the claimants lor water, and for eaoh 
water section there shall be appointed a 
commissioner who shall be a r.sidunt of 
the suction, and ttbose duty it shall be 
to divide the water in the natural streams 
of bis section, among the several ditches 
taken therelrom according t(> the prior 
rights of each, when called upon by two 
or more owners or managers of ditches to 
do so. 


All cases relating to or Hffecting prior- 


ities of right to the use of water for ben- 
eficial purposes, in any of the water sec 
tions of the State, now pending in any of 
the District Courts of- the State, excepting 
such cases as mav have been by order of 
such Courts, referrid to the Board oj 
Control, may remain in said Courts, and 
such Courts shall proceed with the ad 
judication thereof in accordance with the 
laws in force at the time ol the inception 
of such cases; provided, that the Court 
may, in its rll»cretlon, on the application 
of the part.es interested, transfer any 


* such case for determination to the Board 


of Control. 


The bill has been carefully prepared 


and 18 gind to be modeled alter the Wyo- 
ming Water law, which has stood the 
tests of the Couits. 1 ho necessity ol a 
comprehensive water law in Nevada is 
pel.trolly conceded and it devolves upon 
the Legi«l«ture, which alouu ia author- 
ised to net in the matter, to enact a law 
that will be as nearly just and equitable 
to all concerned, as the wisdom of that 
body can devise.

fixed by the court trying an action there- 
for, and said live stock may be seized and

Getting tbe Most Out of tbe Xtoree. 
The art of getting the most out of 


horse flesh on the hue of march is one 
-which needs study and practice to every 
whit the same extent as do rape riding 
or the haute ecole, and therefore feats 
of endurance should form part of 'an of- 
ficer's education as well as those upon 
the tan or between the flags. 


To cover many miles with success a 


man must, first of all, study his own 
condition, and while he makes his 
charger fit must not forget to render 
himself so too 
He should carefully 


watch how his horse takes its food and 
vary the amount of it, the time of feed- 
ing and the nature of forage, so as to 
insure that the animal derives the mtix- 
iinfm amount of benefit from the nour- 
ishment It takes.. 


Then he should endeavor by experi- 


ment to discover the pace which suits 
its conformation best and the most ju- 
dicious nuvrmer of varying it, so as to 
afford relief to the muscles and yet get 
over the ground. 


The particular pace that best suits the 


animal having been ailived at, it should 
bo trained to go ul that pace evenly and 
methodically and with the regularity of 
a machine. And care should be taken 
never to stretch the bow to the utmost, 
or the subsequent reaction Will more 
than counterbalance the present gain,—•

H. Ernest Renan left little private for- 
tune to his family. Bo much so to this 
the ease that Mme. Renan intends to 
cell the library ot her deceased husband, 
while awaiting the national pension 
which parliament will make no difficulty 
in granting her. M. Berthelot, the life- 
long friend of Renan, says that the latter 
left the world almost as poor as he was 
on the day when he quitted Saint-Snlpice 
in order to fbcd the struggle for exist- 
ence. Renan had the same disdain for 
money, per se, towards the end of his 
career that ha had when he-said to the 
imperial minister who offered him a 
lucrative post, '-Sit tecum tna pecunia!" 
All he wanted was sufficient to enable 


1 him to p'-irana his studies in ease and 
comfort. 


As a professor of the College of France 


Renan hart 10,(X)0 francs, or £400 a year, 
from which 5 per oont. was deducted in 
order to form a pension. Aa director of 
the establishment he hod £30 yearly and 
rooms, £80 also as fees for attending 
committees ami £60 for attendances at 
the Institute of France. Oa the whole, 
M. Berthelot estimates that Kenan's of- 
ficial emoluments amounted to 15,000, 
francs a year, or £600:-. He had sold all 
rights in his literary works to his pub- 
lishers, and had to live for many yean 
on what he earned by writing. These 
"revelations" about M. Renan'a private 
means are made by M. Berthelot in or- 
der to do away with the notion that as 
a writer and a functionary his friend 
had made a large fortune.—Paris Cor. 
London Telegraph.
